being the farmer's chief capital 
asset. Soil drifting is causing 
serious financial loss in Alberta 
The fertility of the land is be- 
ing reduced. It is difficult to 
measure accurately the damage 
caused by soil drifting. 

Soil drifted from one acre to 
the depth of one inch is equiva- 
lent to the removal of 694 Ibs. 
of nitrogen, 155 pounds of phos- 
phorus and 5,380 pounds of pot- 
ash. The above amount of pot- 
ash alone is approximately 
equal to that removed from the 
coil in the production of 485 
bushels of wheat. It is estimat- 
ed that it would require from 
$200 to #350 per acre in come 
restore

Some care should be taken 


when planting this good seed. 
See that it is sawn on clean sum 
merfallow or new breaking, 
Stubble land is a poor bet as 
volunteer grain makes rogueing 
a much bigger task. When seed- 
ing be sure to leave a margin 
around the outside of the field 
that can be cultivated to keep 
weeds killed. If to be sown par- 
alleling similar grain but of a 
diferent variety, leave a margin 
of at least one rod. This is neces 
sary to prevent mixing at har- 
vest and cross fertilization by 
wind, This latter recommenda- 


tion must be adhered to. 


During the summer frequent 
trips must be made through the 
field to pick out impurities and 
other grains, This is called 
“rogueing” and should be dome 
carefully, If part of the field is 
contaminated by other grains 
washed onto your field, isolate 
these spots or ‘cultivate them 
out,

Indirectly business got, from 
the cut on our income taxes, the 
release of a large amount of 
buying power, more customers 
with money to buy. Business 
also got some very sound advice 
from the minister of finance 
which will benefit itself and 
Canadians generally, “keep the 
prices as low as possible.” 

Our American Friends 

It is difficult to find any cry- 
stalized opinion on the question 
raised by a former secretary of 
State of the United States: 
Should Canada join the Pan 
American Union? There are, of 
course, a few imperialists who 
believe that such action would 
be treason to Britain and to our 
membership in the British Com 
monwealth, There are also a 
few extreme nationalists who 
would welcome the move for 
that very reason. It is safe to 
say that neither of thes eviews 
represent any appreciable num- 
her of Canadians. 

The only question in the 
minds of most observers here 
is! How cn we contribute most 
to the peace and prosperity of 
the world? It is difficult to see 
where our position 
could be improved by joining 
the western hemisphere organ- 
iztion. Few attempt to claim 
that we would have more in- 
fluence or prestige as a member 
than we now have in North and 
South America, Some felt that 
we would actually have less in- 
fluence than we now have as an 
independent with influence in 
both the old and new worlds.

The contest committee in its 
book of instructions, which con- 
testants may obtain from their 
nearest elevator operator or 
local agricultural representative 
this year has recommended var- 
ieties most suitable for each 
province of the western division 
They are Montcalm, O.A.C, 21 
and Olli. 

Montcalm and O.A.C. 21, it 
will be noted,, are recommend- 
ed as suitable for any part of

SEED SAWFLY 
TRAP STRIPS 


A sawfly outbreak is forecast 
for 1947 and one of the most 
urgent jobs in Alberta's sawfly 
area right now is the seeding 
of sawfly trap strips to protect 
the main wheat crop, The grubs 
are now in the stubble of last 
years wheat fields and will em- 
erge as flies in June to lay the 
eggs in the new stand of wheat. 

J. L. Eaglesham, supervisor 
of pest 
whether or not the summerfal- 


control, warns that 
low is ready for seeding trap 
strips should be seeded first of 
all. Seed two or three drill 
widths of early wheat into the 
infested stubble up along the 
sides of this year’s wheat crop. 
If seeded shallow in the moist 
stubble now, these strips will 
develop fast enough to receive 
most of the eggs from all the 
sawflies that will presently 
emerge from the stubble field. 
There will then he little or no 
harm to the main crop. 

A half day's seeding of trap 
strips now will pay off hand- 
somely this fall. Those who have 
adopted this practice find it a 


real crop saver.
